MAY BE A WILL CONTEST 


A $3,000,000 baby was born at the 
Astor mansion, S40 Fifth avenue, Now 
York cky. 
It is a boy and will bear the name of 
its father, John 
Jacob 
Astor, who 
went down with the Titanic in the 
greatest marine disaster of modern 
times. 
The birth of the child was announc­ 
ed by Dr. Edwin B. Cragin in the 
following statement: 
“A child was born to Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor. R is a boy and its name 
is John Jacob Astor. 
The mother is 
in good condition.” 
Dr. Cragin later announced that the 
baby weighed 7,% pounds when born. 
By the will of the late Colonol Johiv 
Jacob Astor to this posthumous heir 
was left $3,000,000. 
' 
There had been rumors circulated 
that if the child were a boy a contest 
would be instituted by Colonel Astor’s 
widow, Mrs. Madeleine Force Astor, 
to secure greater wealth for her son. 
This matter will be determined later. 
Preparation for the arrival of the 
millionaire baby was made, when Mr. 
and Mrs. William Force, parents of 
Mrs. Astor, were summoned to the 
Fifth avenue mansion, but the accouch- 
ment was ’’delayed for many hours. 
Shortly before the birth of the child 
Mrs. Astor was removed from the 
room which she had been occupying 
ever since her arrival in New York to 
a larger and more commodious one 
on the second floor of the big man­ 
sion. 
Dr. Cragin has been in constant at­ 
tendance upon Mrs. Astor since the 
week before last. 
In making official announcement of 
the birth, Dr. Cragin said that the baby 
and Mrs. Astor were in excellent con­ 
dition. At the same time he said that 
he did not look for any complications, 
but that he expected^tlie young mother 
and her baby to continue doing well. 
There had been considerable fear 
among the relatives of Mrs. Astor 
as to the outcome because of her 
physical sufferings and mental stress 
resulting from the disaster to the Ti­ 
tanic on which she was a passenger 
with her husband. 
Unusual interest from the social, 
financial and legal viewpoints attaches 
to the status of the new child. There 
is a possibility that the birth of the 
boy may mean a legal contest for the 
administration of the $150,000,000 As­ 
tor estate. 
Under the terms of the 
Astor will the sum of $3,000,000 was 
set aside for eacli child born, other 
than the children Vincent and Muriel, 
of whom Mrs. Ava Willing Astor is 
the mother. 
The now* baby had a stock of clothes 
ready for him that would delight a 
whole congress of mothers. 
The lit­ 
tle wardrobe represented an outlay of 
more than $2000 for the essentials 
alone, and much of the embroidery on 
the dainty little garments was the 
handiwork of the young mother. 
Much of the flimsy, fluffy raiment 
was imported from a Paris dealer, and 
the best experts in New York worked 
for months upon some of the dainty 
things in which a baby Astor will coo 
his way into the world of fashion and 
finance. 
The baby is the fifth of the name. 
John Jacob Astor, the first was born 
in 1763, the second in 1778, the third 
in 1822. 
Colonel John Jacob Astor, 
father of the present owner of the 
name, was the fourth to bear the 
name of the founder of the family for­ 
tune.

which put an end to the Manchu rule 
in China.

Sni i\ai to come to Pektn and b^ 
elected regularly the president of the 
republic of China.

“ARTICLES” OF WAR REVISED. 


A general revision of “The Articles 
af W ar,” under which the conduct of 
the army has been governed for more 
than a century, has just been complet­ 
ed by Judge-Advocate Crowder after a 
year's hard work.

Real Inventor of Articial Incubation, 
Mrs. A. E. W. Fraser, Seems to 
Have Been Overlooked. 


In all that has been written about 
stimulating the hatching of eggs and 
the rearing of young chickens with the 
aid of electricity the real originator 
of this idea seems to have been over­ 
looked. 
This was Mrs. A. E. W. Fra­ 
ser, who called the attention of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture to her method at least fourteen 
years ago. 


There Is no need at this late day to 
go into the details of Mrs. Fraser’s 
system; suffice it to say that it was 
based upon the theory that the move­ 
ments of the unhatched chick 'were 
due to mild electro-magnetic action 
within the egg; that these movements 
were a reliable 
index 
as 
to 
the 
strength of the chick, and, in the event 
of their not being as strong as they 
should be, they might be stimulated by 
a properly applied electric current. 


Mrs. Fraser devised incubators for 
this special purpose, and had such 
success with them that she hatched 
89 per cent, of miscellaneous eggs and 
reared to maturity 9 per cent, of the 
hatches. 


Mrs. Fraser has invented ingenious 
devices, but, like so many inventors, 
has reaped little financial reward from 
any of them.

An electric water tank heater, In 
which the water is kept hot day and 
night, is 0110 of the latest electrical 
devices to be placed on the market. 


The tank proper, is an ordinary gal­ 
vanized iron hot water tank, holding 
40 gallons. 
Surrounding this is heat 
insulating material abouf three inches 
thick,, encased*in a metal shell. 
This 
prevents the loss of the electrically 
generated heat, which is thus stored 
in the water. 


The heating unit is placed inside ot 
a flow pipe, in the tank. 
It consumes 
half unit of electricity an hour, and is 
operated the full 24 hours in a day. 


Every morning the 40-gallon tank 
is full of piping hot water, brought j 
to the high temperature over night.

VP ROSE’S STORY 


Alleged Rosenthal Murder Pay 


master In Cell. 


CUSH

Detectives Try to Take Wltnei* Away 


From the District Attorney—Says 
Btoker Instigated Murder« 


Sam Schepps, alleged paymaster of 
the murderers of Herman Rosenthal, 
came back to New York with a state 
xnent on his lipe, corroborating the 
confession 
of 
“Bald 
Jack” 
Rose, 
charging that Police Lieutenant Beck 
er with instigating the murder. 


For two hours Schepps and District 
Attorney Whitman 
were in confer 
cnee in a Pullman stateroom on a 
New York Central train, 
speeding 
■outh from Albany, 
and 
when the 
train reached New York, Mr. Whitman 
•aid simply: 


“Schepps has done all that we ex­ 
pected of him. 
He has corroborated 
the most 
important 
part 
of 
Jack 
Rose's confession. You must not ask 
me for details.” 


Opposing interests of the district 
attorney's office and the police were 
again in evidence when Schepps ar­ 
rived. 
Two 
detectives 
from head­ 
quarters, saying that they were acting 
on orders, attempted to seize the lit­ 
tle man before he left the train, but 
Mr. Whitman was quick to announce 
that his office was in command, and 
the detectives did not get their man. 
Ihstead he was taken to the West 
Hide police court by Thomas, a detec­ 
tive of the district attorney's staff, 
and there held a prisoner on a tech­ 
nical charge of vagrancy as a mate­ 
rial witness, along with Rose, Valion 
and Webber. 


Schepps himself refused to say a 
word about his conference with Mr. 
Whitman. 
To all inquiries he gave 
a grinning response 
that 
they had 
“just had a sociable chat.” As to his 
fear of tho “system's” vengeance, he 
grinned again and 
tilted 
back his 
straw hat as indicative of his uncon­ 
cern. 


Of the authorities, Mr. Whitman 
alone knows what part Schepps play­ 
ed in the Rosenthal affair. 
To all 
others, including Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Rubin, 
who 
accompanied 
him from Hot Springs, Schepps turn­ 
ed a deaf ear. “Say,” he would burst 
out, when urged to tell of his under­ 
world associations, “do you think I'm 
going to squeal on a pal.” 


Bernard 
Sandler, 
counsel 
for 
Schepps, issued a statement on arriv­ 
ing in New York: “Schepps is not a 
criminal. 
He came across the conti­ 
nent on my advice as counsel to ren­ 
der whatever aid he can to the dis­ 
trict attorney of New York in prose­ 
cuting the murderers of Herman Ros­ 
enthal. 
While he does not represent 
the highest type of citizenship, he is 
a man of no mean intellectual attain­ 
ments, and 
he 
appreciates that, in 
coming to New 
York, 
as he has, 
without legal process, he did so of his 
own free will, when he could at any 
time have seriously embarrassed the 
district attorney by a recourse to a 
writ of habeas corpus or other legal 
steps. 


“1 take this opportunity to deny that 
I have brought any pressure to bear 
on Scliepps, as has been charged, to 
block the district attorney's inquiry, 
and I brand as ridiculous and false 
insinuations that in acting as counsel 
for Schepps I represent the so-called

timony of importance as confirming 
the tale of “Bald Jack" Rose. Schepps 
was not in the murder car at the 
time of the shooting, but he was in it 
earlier in the evening, and* according 
to Rose, subsequently was the pay­ 
master of the murder crew.

TAFT’S VETO 
MAY SAVE IT 


Will Succeed Hanford. 


President Taft sent to the senate 
the nomination of Clinton W. Howard, 
of Bellingham, 
Wash., 
to succeed 
Judge Cornelius H. Hanford as United 
States judge for the western district 
of Washington. Howard was support­ 
ed by Senators Jones and Poindexter, 
ef Washington, 


Senators 
Hotly 
Resent 
Declaration 


That Another Disapproval Will Re­ 
sult and Vote for Abolition. 


President Taft will probably save 
the court of commerce. 


He told callers that he would stay 
in Washington until December before 
he would consent to the court's aboli­ 
tion, and declares his purpose to veto 
the legislative bill 
as 
often as it 
might come up with that feature in it. 


The house is prepared to fight it 
out with him, but the senate is get­ 
ting shaky. 
Conferences held amoug 
senators reveal that the bill cannot 
be passed over the veto by the sen­ 
ate. 


After a spirited debate the senate 
repassed the vetoed legislative, ex­ 
ecutive 
and 
Judicial 
appropriation 
bill, still carrying a provision for the 
abolition of the commerce court. 


A majority of the appropriations 
committee reported the bill with a 
provision for 
the 
retention of the 
court. When this was eliminated Mr. 
Taft's friends predicted that the bill 
again would be vetoed. 


The senate agreed with the house 
in leaving out the provision to limit 
tenure of office of civil service em­ 
ployes to seven years, to which the 
president also had objected. 


“There is no secret about the fact,” 
sard Senator Warren, of the commerce 
court provision, “that if this bill goes 
to the president with this clause left 
in we will get another veto. 
It is 
just a question of whether we want to 
get through here and get home, or 
whether we want to stay here and 
pass bills and get 
vetoes ad infini­ 
tum.” 


Senator Clapp, Progressive, of Min­ 
nesota, leaped to his feet. 


“Mr. President," he shouted, “this 
Is not a question of getting through 
and getting home. This is a question 
of doing what we believe to be our 
duty.”

It is only by mak­ 
ing a radio-active collector in the form 
of a windmill, where the web is broken 
by its revolutions, that it , can 
be 
hoped to surmount the difficulty at all 
satisfactorily. 


Energy Dissipated by Man. 


According to the Electrical World, 
the average man dissipates 2.5 kilo­ 
watt hours of energy a day in mo­ 
tion, muscular action, mental exertion 
and heaA radiation. 
This is equiva­ 
lent to a continuous expenditure at the 
rate of about 100 w'atts, or the rating 
of a one-eighth horse power motor. In 
spite of his high body temperature— 
98.6 degrees Fahrenheit—and large ra­ 
diating surface, man*s heat losses are 
surprisingly 
small—about 
50 
watt 
hours an hour, or about one-half of the 
total energy expenditure. As a heating 
device, the average man is thus about 
equal to a lG-candle power common fil­ 
ament lamp.

MUMMY DECLARED TO BE SEV< 
ERAL MILLION YEARS OLD. 


NOT ALWAYS SOLEMN 


SOME 
CHEERFUL 
MOMENTS 
IN 
LIFE OF UNDERTAKER. 


Relic of the Reptilian Sea Discovered 
by Scientist, Who Hopes to Find 
Also the Coexistent Hu­ 
man Species. 


Profession Not as Grewsome as an 
Outsider Might Naturally Imagine 
—Why 
Customer 
Counter­ 
manded Order for Casket. 


The oldest mummy in tho world 
has been found. 
It is the body of a 
reptile said to be several million years 
old, a relic of tho reptilian sea. 
The 
skin of this creature shows a marked 
resemblance to the skin of tho pres­ 
ent-day lizard. 
It has a wonderfully 
sheeny surface, decorated with 
tiny 
puckers and fineMincs running through 
it. 
This suggests a color pattern in 
life, which may have been a shagreen, 
displayed in a color design. 
It is not 
unlikely that wiien seen from in front 
theso reptiles presented a larger ap­ 
pearance than when viewed from be­ 
hind. 


The skeleton is equally well 
pre­ 
served and shows that tho animal was. 
between figteen and sixteen feet 
in 
height and some thirty feet long. 
Be­ 
sides being in an excellent state of 
preservation, tho sldn 
is 
stretched 
over the skeleton in much the same 
way as it w’as in life. 
This reptile 
belongs to tho “dinosaurs’* and 
was 
designated “duck beaked** because of 
its form of toothless muzzle. 
This 
mummy was found by Mr. Sternberg, 
a collector who has worked for many 
years for tho American 
Museum 
ot 
Natural History, 
lie says that it is 
mummy of one of those giant reptileg 
which at that time took tho place 
of elephants, rhinoceri, giraffes and 
other animals common today. 
It has 
been sent to the American Museum of 
Natural History in Newr York. 


Prof. H. F. Osborn, the president of 
tho museum, says that after the death 
of the reptile tho carcass lay for some 
time on the bank of a river, where it 
was exposed to the sun until it w>as 
mummified; ithen it was washed dowM\ 
stream by a flood and burled in some 
deep pool, where it was covered up 
with a clayey sand which was fine 
enough to preserve the outline of tho 
animal. 


Prof. Osborn says that this Is a 
most important discovery for a num ­ 
ber of reasons. 
It is the oldest mum­ 
my in the world and shows what ter­ 
rifying looking animals were associ­ 
ated with man and closely related to 
him in those early prehistoric days. 
Most important of all. Professor Os­ 
born, Mr. Sternberg and other scien­ 
tists interested in this mummy hope 
to find in tho same region a mummy 
of a man or woman, which will prove 
that early man wras 
as 
large 
and 
strong as those terrible sea 
mon­ 
sters they met and combated. 


Discount for Rent. 


When the bachelor maid wrote 
a 
check for her rent she looked thought­ 
ful. 
“W hat is the m atter?” asked her 
mother. 
“I’m wondering wfhy tenants 
do not get a discount for cash in ten 
days. 
Merchants do. 
The usual rulo 
in business is a discount of five per 
cent, for cash in ten days. 
Tenants, 
oil the contrary, are asked to pay 
their rent 30 days In advance of the 
time it really is due, and such »a thing 
as a discount never has been heard of 
so far as I know. 
Merchants do not 
pay for goods until they receive them, 
but we tenants are expected to pay 
for something we have not had and 
may never have, if, for Instance, tho 
premises should burn. I am not much 
of a political economist. I wonder If 
some* of the 
presidential 
candidates 
could explain the situation to me—I 
mean an explanation that would really 
explain.” 


“Ours is a solemn business/' said 
an undertaker, “and yet thero hap­ 
pens in It something over which all 
concerned can reasonably bo cheer* 
ful. 


“Tho grewsome old timo coffin has 
now been all but supplanted In use by 
the modern burial casket, w’hich In de­ 
sign and finish is as far from cotfin- 
llko in appearance as it 
Is possible 
to mako it, and wiiich is also made in 
very great variety as to tho m aterials 
used and styles of finish and cost. 


“It Is not uncommon now for per­ 
sons in health to Indicate the sort ot 
casket in which they desire to bo 
buried w’hen their timo shall come, 
and sometimes such a person may se­ 
lect and buy a casket to be held for 
him. It is out of theso modern change» 
in our mortuary customs that we get 
the occasional cheerful note of which 
I spoke. 


“Some years ago thero came to us 
to order a casket members of a family 
whose head w>as 
then, as 
supposed, 
mortally ill; that he must dio appear­ 
ed beyond a doubt; and It wras desir­ 
able to mako preparations for this 
event in advance because the casket 
required was of uuusual size, and it 
was also desired that it should be elnb- 
orate in construction and finish. 
Wo 
had the casket ready in time, but 
wThen the casket was ready the m an 
began to improve in condition and he 
continued to Improve; and in 
the 
course of timo he recovered his health 
and strength completely. 


“Then thero wras the family with 
that casket on hand, of which he had 
no knowledge 
whatever, and 
they 
came to us to dispose of it, which of 
course wre readily agreed to do. It was 
a costly casket, though that was no 
impediment to its sale, for we make 
and sell many beautiful and costly 
caskets; but its unusual 
size 
was 
against It, and it w*as some time be­ 
fore we finally disposed of It, which 
we did at considerably below its first 
cost. 
But this wras a loss which the 
original purchasers were very glad to 
sustain. 


“We once had a customer who had 
lost his wife and wiio came to us to 
bury her, which wo did. 
After the 
funeral he came back to us. 
He had 
selected the casket in wiiich his wife 
wras buried and now he bought one 
just like it for himself. 
He was 
a 
man in health, with 
no prospect 
of 
death, so far as that was concerned, 
but he was greatly grieved and cast 
down over the death of his wife, and 
when he should dio he wanted to be 
buried in a casketf just like that in 
wiiich we had buried her. 
So 
he 
bought this casket and w*e held it for 
him. 


“Something more than a year after 
he met another woman with whom ho 
fell in love and wiiom he married; and 
after that we got a letter from him, 
saying: 


“ ‘Sell my casket. 
I've no use for 
it now / •• 


Sulphur as a Fertilizer. 


Experiments by M. Boulanger have 
determined that sulphur (in the form of 
the familiar “flowers of sulphur”) ia 
a valuable fertilizer of the soil, tend­ 
ing materially to increase the harvest. 
Its action is not direct, as in the case 
of other mineral fertilizers, however. 
It operates as a modifier of the bac­ 
terial flora contained in ordinary soil. 
It acts as a destroyer of noxious mi­ 
crobes on the one hand, while on the 
other it is favorable to the useful bac­ 
terial flora. 
This is proved by the cir­ 
cumstances that its influence 
is ex­ 
erted only on normal earth. 
When 
the soil has been sterilized by heat 
the sulphur becomes impotent.

provided, and

excavate caves high up in tho side of 
the cliffs, where they might bo safe­

A $3,000,000 baby was born at the 
Astor mansion, S40 Fifth avenue, Now 
York cHy. 


It is a boy and will bear the name of 
its fatlier, John 
Jacob 
Astor, who 
went down ^vith the Titanic in the 
greatest mai'ine disaster of 
modern 
times. 


The birth of the child was announc- 
ed by Dr. li>dwin B. Cragiu in the 
iollowlng statement: 


"A child was born to Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor. 
k is a boy aaid its name 
Is John Jacob Astor. 
The mother is 
in good condition." 


Dr. Cragin later announced that the 
baby weighed 7,% pounds when born. 


By the will of the late Colonel Johiv 
Jacob Astor to this posthumous heir 
was left $3.000,000. 


There had been rumors 
circulated 
that if the child were a boy a contest 
would be instituted by Colonel Astor^s 
wic^ow, Mrs. Madeleine Force 
Astor, 
to secure greater wealth for her son. 
This matter will be determined later. 


Preparation for the arrival of the 
millionaire baby was made, when Mr. 
aud Mrs. William Force, parents of 
Mrs. Astor, were summoned 
to 
the 
Fifth avenue mansion, but the accouch- 
ment was''delayed for many hours. 


ShorUy before the birth of the child 
Mrs. Astor was 
removed 
from 
the 
room which she had been occupying 
ever since her arrival in New York to 
a larger aud more commodious one 
on the second floor of the big man- 
sion. 


Dr. Cragin has been in constant at- 
tendance upon Mrs. Astor since the 
week before last. 


In making ofllcial announcement of 
the birth, Dr. Cragin said that the baby 
and Mrs. Astor were in excellent con- 
dition. 
At the same time he said that 
he did not look for any complications, 
but that he expected'^the young mother 
and her baby to continue doing well. 


There had been considerable fear 
among 
the 
relatives 
of 
Mrs. 
Astor 
as 
to the outcome 
because of 
her 
physical sufferings and mental stress 
resulting from the disaster to the Ti- 
tanic on which she was a passenger 
with her husband. 


Unusual 
interest from the 
social, 
financial 
and legal viewpoints attaches 
to the status of the new child. There 
is a possibility that the birth of the 
boy may mean a legal contest for the 
administration of the $150,000,000 As- 
tor estate. 
Under the terms of the 
Astor will the sum of $3,000.000 was 
set aside for each child born, other 
than the children Vincent and Muriel, 
of whom Mrs. Ava Willing Astor is 
the mother. 


The new* baby had a stock of clothes 
ready for him that would delight a 
whole congress of mothers. 
The lit- 
tle wardrobe represented an outlay of 
more than 
$2000 for the 
essentials 
alone, and much of the embroidery on 
the dainty 
little garments 
was 
tho 
handiwork of the young mother. 


Much of the 
flimsy, 
fluffy 
raiment 
was imported from a Paris dealer, and 
the best experts in New York worked 
for months upon some of the dainty 
things in which a baby Astor will coo 
his way into the world of fashion and 
finance. 


The baby Is the fifth of tho name. 
John Jacob Astor, the first was born 
in 1763, the second in 1778, tho thir.l 
in 1822. 
Colonel John Jacob Astor, 
father of the present owner of the 
name, 
wa« the 
fourth to bear 
the 
name of the founder of the family for- 
tune. 


First President ot China Said 


to Have Been Slain. 


The Young 
China 
Association 
of 
Ban Francisco was greatly excited by 
receipt of cable news that Sun Yat 
Sen had been assassinated. 


Soon after he set out from Shang- 
hai for Pekín 
the association 
com* 
munfcated with the Chinese minister 
In Washington, and received a tele- 
gram that he, as well as the state de- 
partment, had received similar mes- 
»ages that Sun was dead. 
The mes- 
sage from the Chinese minister said 
that the state department had vainly 
spent several hours trying to confirm 
the cable. 
One of the officers of the 
Young China Association said: "When 
we read that Doctor Sun Yat Sen had 
left Shanghai to go to Pekín to allay 
the excitement caused by the execu- 
tion of Chang Chen Wu we feared for 
hli safety. We knew when he set out 
that he took his life in his hands. 


"If he was assassinated, the crime 
may be traced to Yuan Shi Kai, who 
ii jealous of the ascendancy of Sun, 
and would like to see him out of the 
way." 


Sun Yat Sen was the prime organ- 
iser 
of 
the 
successful 
revolutions 
which put an end to the Manchu rule 
In China. 
He 
was the 
provisional 
president of the newly formed repub- 
lic, held the 
control 
of 
It for six 
weeks, and then sent word to Yuan 


am 
ivai lo come to Pekto 
and 
elected regularly the president of tho 
republic of China.

The general staff also recommends 
that the present regular army be re- 
lieved of police duties in Alaska, and 
suggests that peace be preserved in 
that district by a federal constabulary 
to be legislated into existence by con- 
gress. 
If this suggestion 
becomes 
law, the United States will have, for 
tho first timo in its history,^ a police 
force owing its authority directly to 
the federal government. 


In outlining the importance of this 
reorganization the general staff points 
out that the land forces of the United 
States are now in no condition to face 
the armies of a first-class power» and 
maintains that the necessity for this 
country so to prepare itself Is imme- 
diate and imperative. 


"Whatever our military Institutions 
may be," says the report, "wo must 
recognize tho fundamental fact that 
victory Is ^reward of sui)erior force, 
that modern wars are short and dei 
cisive and that trained armies alone 
can defeat trained armies." 


In view of the attention which has 
been given to the protection of seals 
in the northern waters, it may be of 
interest to note action that congress 
is taking to protect a product of the 
tropic seas—the ordinary sponge of 
commerce.

"ARTICLES" OF WAR REVISED. 


A general revision of "The Articles 
af War," under which the conduct of 
the army has been governed for more 
than a century, has Just been complet- 
ed by Judge-Advocate Crowder after a 
year's hard work. 
Secretary Stimson 
approves tho work, and is anxious to 
see tile new "articles" put Into opera- 
tion by act of congress. 


Although 
service 
conditions 
have 
changed greatly, there never has been 
a comprehensive revision of the "arti- 
cles." 
General Crowder has retained 
the provisions of tho old code which 
have withstood the test of experience, 
correcting 
the 
notoriously 
unsyste- 
matic and unsclentiflc features. 


One of the most important changes 
is the proposed creation of an interme- 
diate court to deal with that large pro- 
portion of cases midway between the 
grade of offenses calling for dismissal, 
dishonorable discharge or detention to 
bo disposed of by general court-mar- 
tial, and tho minor offenses calling for 
very light punishment now dealt with 
by summary courts.

In all that has been written about

Mrs, Fraser devised incubators for 
this 
special purpose,

Mrs. Fraser has invented ingenious 
devices, but, like so many Inventors, 
has reaped little financial reward from 
any of them.

An electric device for melting and 
dropping tho wax used in sealing let- 
ters or packages is being marketed by 
an electrical concern in Buffalo, N. Y., 


An electric water tank heater, in 
which the water is kept hot day and 
night, is one of the latest electrical 
devices to be placed on the market. 


The tank proper, is an ordinary gal- 
vanized iron hot water tank, holding 
40 gallons. 
Surrounding this Is heat 
insulating material abouf three inches 
thick,, encased-in a metal shell. 
This 
prevents the loss of the 
electrically 
generated heat, which is thus stored 
in the water. 


The heating unit is placed inside of 
a flow pipe, in the tank. 
It consumes 
half unit of electricity an hour, and is 
operated the full 24 hours in a day. 
Every morning the 40-gallon 
tank

Detectives Try to Take Witness Away 


From the

Attorney—Says 


Bsoker Instigated Murder. 


Sam Scbepps, alleged paymaster of 
the murderers of Herman Rosenthal, 
came back to New York with a state- 
ment on his lipe, corroborating 
the 
confession 
of 
"Bald 
Jack" 
Rose, 
charging that Police lieutenant Beck- 
er with instigating the murder. 


For two hours Schepps and District 
Attorney Whitman 
were in confer- 
ence in a Pullman stateroom on a 
New 
York 
Central 
train, 
speeding 
•outh from Albany, 
and 
when the 
train reached New York, Mr. Whitman 
•aid simply: 


"Schepps has done all that we ex- 
pected of him. 
He has corroborated 
the most 
important 
part 
of 
Jack 
Rose's confession. 
You must not ask 
me for details." 


Opposing interests of the 
district 
attorney's office and the police were 
again in evidence when Schepps ar- 
rived. 
Two 
detectives 
from head- 
Quarters, saying that they were acting 
on orders, attempted to seize the lit- 
tle man before he left the train, but 
Mr. Whitman was quick to announce 
that his office was in command, and 
the detectives did not get their man. 
Ihatead he was taken to the West 
Side police court by Thomas, a detec- 
tive of the district attorney's staff, 
and there held a prisoner on a tech- 
nical charge of vagrancy as a mate- 
rial witness, along with Rose, Vallon 
and Webber. 


Schepps himself refused to say a 
word about his conference with Mr. 
Whitman. 
To all inquiries he gave 
a grinning response 
that 
they had 
"Just had a sociable chat." As to his 
fear of the "system's" vengeance, he 
grinned again and 
tilled 
back his 
straw hat as indicative of his uncon- 
cern. 


Of the authorities, 
Mr. 
Whitman 
alone knows what part Schepps play- 
ed in the Rosenthal affair. 
To all 
othei-e, including Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Rubin, 
who 
accompanied 
him from Hot Springs, Schepps turn- 
ed a deaf ear. "Say," he would burst 
out, when urged to tell of his under- 
world associations, "do you think Tm 
going to squeal on a pal." 


Bernard 
Sandler, 
counsel 
for 
Schepps, issued a statement on arriv- 
ing in New York: "Schepps is not a 
criminal. 
He came across the conti- 
nent on my advice as counsel to ren- 
der whatever aid he can to the dis- 
trict attorney of New York in prose- 
cuting the murderers of Herman Ros- 
enthal. 
While he does not represent 
the highest type of citizenship, he is 
a man of no mean intellectual attain- 
ments, and 
he 
appreciates that, in 
coming to New 
York, 
as he has, 
without legal process, he did so of his 
own free will, when he could at any 
time have seriously embarrassed the 
district attoi-ney by a recourse to a 
writ of habeas corpus or other legal 
steps. 


"1 take this opportunity to deny that 
I have brought any pressure to bear 
on Schopps, as has been charged, to 
block the district attorney's inquiry, 
and I brand as ridiculous and false 
Insinuations that in acting as counsel

That Another Disapproval Will Re- 
sult and Vote for Abolition. 


President Taft will probably 
save 
the court of commerce. 


Ho told callers that he would stay 
in Wafihington mitil December before 
he would consent to the court's aboli- 
tion, and declares his purpose to veto 
the legislative bill 
as 
often as it 
might come up with that feature in it. 


The house is prepared to light it 
out with him, but the senate is get- 
ting shaky. 
Conferences held among 
senators reveal that the bill cannot 
be passed over the veto by the sen- 
ate. 


After a spirited debate the senate 
repassed the 
vetoed 
legislative, ex- 
ecutive 
and 
Judicial 
appix)priation 
bill, still carrying a provision for the 
abolition of the commerce court. 


A majority of the 
appropriations 
committee reported the bill with a 
provision for 
the 
retention of the 
court When this was eliminated Mr. 
Taft's friends predicted that the bill 
again would be vetoed. 


The senate agreed with the house 
in leaving out the provision to limit 
tenure of office of civil service em- 
ployes to seven years, to which the 
president also had objected. 


"There is no secret about the fact," 
sai'd Senator Warren, of the commerce 
court provision, "that if this bill goes 
to the president with this clause left 
in we will get another veto. 
It is 
Just a question of whether we want to 
get through liei^ and get home, or 
whether we want to stay here and 
pass bills and get 
vetoes ad inilni- 
tum." 


Senator Clapp, Progressive, of Min- 
nesota, leaped to his feet. 


''Mr. President," he shouted, "this 
Is not a question of getting through 
and getting home. 
This is a question 
of doing what we believe to be our 
duty." 


"Both the house and senate have 
voted by large majorities to abolish 
this court," protested Sentator Over- 
man. 
"The 
people 
of 
the United 
States have signified their desire that 
the court should be abolished. 
The 
president of the United States is now 
lined up against the 
people. 
The 
house will insist on abolishing 
the 
court, and I protest that we should 
stand by them." 


Senator Bacon, of Georgia, objected 
to the stand of Senator Warren. 
''I 
rise to a point of ordei*." he exclaimed. 
"I believe that it is absoltuely out of 
order to attempt to infiuence the votes 
of senators by threatening them with 
what the president will or will not 
do." 


Senator Warren replied that he was 
only stating facts. 


Senator Overman*? substitute con-

to

court was adopted, 35 to 23. The Re- 
publicans who voted with the Demo- 
crats to pass it were: Senators Bo- 
rah, Bourne, Bristow, Clapp, Crawford, 
Cummins, Fall, Heyburn, La Follette, 
Nelson, Poindexter and Works. Sena- 
tor Thornton, of Louisiana, was the 
only Democrat who voted against the 
substitute to abolish the court.

It is only by mak- 
ing a radio-active collector in tho form 
of a windmill, where tho web Is broken 
by Its revolutions, that it . can 
be 
hoped to surmount tho difilculty at all 
satisfactorily. 


Energy Dissipated by Man. 


According to tho Electrical World, 
the average man dissipates 2.5 kilo- 
watt hours of energy a day in mo- 
tion, muscular action, mental exertion 
and hea^ radiation. 
This is equiva- 
lent to a continuous expenditure at the 
rate of about 100 watts, or the rating 
of a one-eighth horse power motor. In 
spite of his high body temperature— 
98.6 degrees Fahrenheit—and large ra- 
diating surface, man's heat losses 
are 
surprisingly 
small—about 
50 
watt 
hours an hour, or about one-half of the 
total energy expenditure. As a heating 
device, the average man is thus about 
equal to a l6-candle ix)wer common fil- 
ament lamp.

Discovered 
by Scientist, Who Hopes to Find 
Also the Coexistent Hu- 
man Species.

Tho oldest mummy in tho 
world 
has been found. 
It Is the body of a 
reptile said to be several million years 
old, a relic of tho reptilian soa. 
The 
skin of this creature shows a marked 
resemblanoo to the skin of tho pros- 
ent-day lizard. 
It has a wonderfully 
sheony surface, decorated with 
tiny 
puckors and fino*llnc3 running through 
it. 
This suggests a color pattern in 
Ufo, which may have been a shagreen, 
displayed in a color design. 
It is not 
unlikely that when seen from in front 
theso reptiles presented a largor ap- 
pcaranco than when viewed from be- 
hind. 


The skeleton is equally well 
pre- 
served and shows that tho animal was 
between figteon and sixteen feet 
in 
height and some thirty fpet long. 
Bo- 
sides being In an excellent state 
of 
prosorvation. the skin 
ia 
strotrhed 
over tho skeleton in much the samo 
way as it was In life. 
This rcptllo 
belongs to tho "dinosaurs" and 
was 
designated "duck beaked" because of 
its form of toothless muzzlo. 
This 
mummy was found by Mr. Sternberg, 
a collector who has worked for many 
years for tho American 
Museum 
o{ 
Natural History. 
Ho says that it is i\ 
mummy of one of those giant roptileg 
which at that timo took the 
placn 
of 
elephants, rhlnoceri, 
giraffes and 
other animals common today. 
It had 
been sent to the American Museum of 
Natural History In New York. 


Prof. H. F. Osborn. the president of 
tho museum, says that after the death 
of the reptile tho carcass lay for somo 
timo on the bank of a river, where it 
was exposed to the sun until It was 
mummified; »then it was washed down 
stream by a flood and burled in some 
deep pool, whero It was covered up 
with a clayey sand which was 
fine 
enough to preserve the outline of tho 
animal. 


Prof. Osborn says that this is a 
most important discovery for a num- 
ber of reasons. 
It is the oldest mum- 
my in the world and shows what ter- 
rifying looking animals were associ- 
ated with man and closely related to 
him in those early prehistoric days. 
Most important of all. Professor Os- 
born. Mr. Sternberg and other scien- 
tists interested In this mummy hope 
to find in tho same region a mummy 
of a man or woman, which vMll provo 
that early man was 
as 
large 
and 
strong as 
those terrible sea 
mon- 
sters they met and combated. 


Discount for Rent. 


When the bachelor maid wrote 
a 
check for her rent she looked thought- 
ful. 
"What is the matter?" asked her 
mother. 
"I'm wondering why tenants 
do not get a discount for cash in ten 
days. 
Merchants do. 
The usual rulo 
In business is a discount of five per 
cent, for cash in ten days.

"It is not uncommon now for per- 
sons In healih to indicate the sort of 
caskot in which they desire to 
bo 
buried when their tlmo shall come, 
and sometimes such a person may se- 
lect and buy a casket to be held for 
him. It is out of theso modern change» 
in our mortuary customs that wo get 
the occasional cheerful note of which 
I spoke. 


"Some years ago thoro came to us 
to order a caskot members of a family 
whose head w'as 
then, as 
supposed, 
mortally ill; that ho must die appear- 
ed beyond a doubt; and it was desir- 
able to make prepar'^tions for this 
event In advance because the casket 
required was of unusual size, and It 
was also desired that it should be elab- 
orate in construction and 
finish. 
Wo 
had 
the casket ready in time, 
but 
when tho casket was ready the man 
began to Improve in condition and bo 
continued to improve; 
and in 
the 
course of tlmo he recovered his healtl) 
and strength completely. 


'*Then there was the family with 
that casket on hand, of which he had 
no knowledge 
whatever, and 
they 
came to us to dispose of it, which of 
course we readily agreed to do. It was 
a costly caskot, though that was no 
Impediment to Its sale, for we make 
and sell many beautiful and costly 
caskets; but Its unusual 
slzo 
was 
against it, and it was some time be- 
fore We finally disposed of it, which 
we did at considerably below its first 
cost. 
But this was a loss which the 
original purchasers were very glad to 
sustain. 


"We once had a customer who had 
lost his wife and who camo to us to 
bury her. which wo did. 
After the 
funeral he camo back to us. 
Ho had 
selected the casket in which his wife 
was buried and now ho bought one 
just llko it for himself. 
He was 
a 
man in health, with 
no prospect 
of 
death, so far as that was concerned, 
but he was greatly grieved and cast 
down over the death of his wife, and 
when he should dio he wanted to be 
burled in a casker just like that in 
which we had burled her. 
So 
ho 
bought this casket and we held it for 
him. 


•'Something more than a year after 
he mot another woman witli whom ho 
foil in love and whom he married; and 
after that we got a letter from him, 
saying: 


" *SG11 
my casket. 
I'vo no uso for 
it now.'" 


Sulphur as a 
Fertilizer. 


Experiments by M. Boultinger have 
determined that sulphur (in the form of 
the familiar "flowers of sulphur") ia 
a valuable fertilizer of the soli, tend- 
ing materially to Increase the harvest. 
Its action is not direct, as in the case 
of other mineral fertilizers, however. 
It operates as a modifier of the bac- 
terial flora contained in ordinary soil. 
It acts as a destroyer of noxious mi- 
crobes on tho one hand, while on the 
other It is favorable to tho useful bac- 
terial flora. This is proved by the cir- 
cumstances that its influence 
is ex- 
erted only on normal earth.

the soil hag been sterilized by heat 
the sulphur becomes Impotent,
